Next Monday people all over 
Canada will be called upon to 
celebrate the Dominion’s . an-

by the people of Canada four

nual Thanksgiving Day. The 
oecasion this year will be one 
unprecedented in the history of 
this country. Ever since the 
first celebration of this event in 
Canada there has been’ nothing 
of. a universal nature to hinder 
the people of this Dominion from 
entering heartily into the spirit 
of the occasion and observing it 
as a Thanksgiving day in very 
surety. This. year, however, 


» when the Empire of which we 


form an important part, is en- 
gaged in the most titanic war in 
history, and the battle fields of 
Europe are scarlet with a hem- 
orage of human blood, we may 
wonder what there ‘is to be 
thankful for. We have, never- 
theless, much to be thankful fur 
when we remember why the first 
Thanksgiving day was held and 
why its annual observance hag. 
been perpetuated. — 

The first Thanksgiving Day 
“was held by the Plymouth Pil- 
grims in 1621 in acknow!edg- 
ment of their first harvest in 
America. It was afterwards 
adopted by many of states of 
the Union and in 1863, by proc- 
lamation of President Lincoln, 
it became a national celebration 
in recognition of the year’s 
blessings. Now almost every 
country sets aside one day in 
the year for that purpose, 

In view of ‘the fact, therefore, 
that the first Thanksgiving Day 
was held to offer up thanks to 
“the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift” for a bountiful har- 
vest on this continent, there 
never has been a time since that 
first occasion when the people of 
this continent have had more 
reason for real, genuine thank- 
fullness. This year the country 
both north and south of the 
forty-ninth parallel has reaped 
the greatest harvest -in the 
history of this continent, and 
it has come at a time when it 
was most needed. ' 
been a land “with milk and 
“seed time and harvest have not 
failed,” a land whose people 
have not been forsaken nor 
compelled to go begging bread. 

Is not this something to be 
thankful for? Nor is this all. 
Even though we are at war— 
because our motherland ‘is at 
war—we have reason. to be 
thankful that we, with our 
allies, are fighting for a principal 
which places honor and virtue 
above the external advantages 
of place and power; fighting for 
a “scrap of paper” which says 
that poor little Belgium shall be 
protected from the mailed fist 
which has sacrificed its honor on 
the alter of a boundless ambi- 
tion for supremacy, and fighting 
to the last man and the last dol- 
lar for other weaker Europeun 
nations.
